ABOARD THE BARK CITY OF 
NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—( Sy Wire- 
less)—Ice everyw.iere—as far as 
the eye can in any direction 
there is nothing but a shining 
white expanse of snow-covered 
pack with hardly a break in it. But 
we are nearly 100 miles into it now | 
and should be through in a few 
lays. 

The sun is so warm it can be felt 
through our coats and the air tem- 
perature is 36 degrees. There is 
hardly a cloud in the sky and only 
a faint breeze. 

If it were not for the thunderous 
jolts with which we hit the pack 
sometimes, this would be the most 
placid existence in the world. But 
eceasionally we get a shock that 
shak s the ship from steam to 
stern, and we are thankful for the 
31 inches of timber along our sides 
a-d the massive bow. 

Up in the forecastie there is a 
rumble like distant thunder as we 
. heavy floes and they 
grind alongside. The vibration is 
terrific. 

But on deck this is not so ne- 
ticeable and we are enjoying this 
warm and peaceful interval be- 
tween the roaring forties. 

Entered Ice Pack Dec. 14. 

We started through the ice pack 
Dec. 14, the anniversary of Capt. 
Roald Amundsen’s arrival at the 
South Pole, in 1912. He started 
south the year before and iaid 
bases toward the Pole during his 
‘iret season, but it appears now 
that we should arrive at the Bay 
of Whales sooner than he did. be- 
cause we are only about 600 miles | 
away. He did not arrive there un- 
til Jan. 14. 

With good luck we should be 
unloading in 10 days or two weeks, | 
a nhough it is rash-to make pré-| 
dictions down here. :
